"Ancient official documents enow that 


when George Washington signed hit 
name during the early part of his first 
administration lie frequently wrote it 
'George Washington,' although his favor- 
ite signature? and the one he commonly 
signed was 'Go. Washington.' It has 
also been found on documents written 
'G. Washington.' Doubts may be enter- 
tained as to the accuracy of this state- 
ment, -as the almost universal signature 
known to 'the public-is with his first name 
abbreviated 'Go.,' but the facts are as 1 
state them, 
* 
*• 


"When Mr. Lincoln first entered the 


Whjte House, he always signed hjp name 
in full, 'Abraham Lincoln,' 
Subsequent- 


ly he abbreviated his official signature to 
the 'A. Lincoln' of -familiar sight. 


"Mr. Cleveland elided one of his Chris- 


tian names before ne came to Washing- 
ton, and be always wrote 'Grover Cleve* 
land' in full. 


"The president devotes a specified time 


daily to affixing his signature to papers 
of state, and the commissions of army, 
navy and other officers bearing presiden- 
tial appointments, and presidential post- 
masters, of whom there are about 3,500, 
changing with each administration or re- 
commissioned if reappointcd. Mr. Lin- 
coln evidently found that it consumed too 
much time to write his name in full, and 
this is -the reason, uo doubt, why he 
breviated it 


"It cannot 
be said with exactness 


which of the cabinet officers signs his 
name the most frequently. 
I believe, 


however, that it is the postmaster gen- 
eral. Not only does -he affix his signa- 
ture to the countless official papers of 
the department in common with his con- 
freres. but he signs th*e commissions of 
till the postmasters of the fourth class, 
and they approximate 70,000. 
Some- 


times one aostoffice will be commission- 
ed several times during the term of the 
incumbent postmaster general, and it 
would not be far out of the way to say 
that he signs fromJ30,000 to 100,000 
fourth class postmasters' commissions 
during his term. 


"Cabinet .officers acquire great rapidity 


in making these formal signatures, and 
they hurry through with it, as it is a 
task and blocks other more important 
work. Messengers stand by the side of 
the chief presenting the commissions or 
papers with one hand while they quickly 
blot each signature as made with the 
other."— -Washington Star.

or sperm oil. It sellsMn fact for as mucl 
as $10 a gallon. This is watch oil, and i 
may be bought of dealers in watch sup 
plies; It is used for oiling watches an 
also for oiling ,the arbors or journals o 
the wheels of towqr clocks. It is not onlj 
a fine, lubricant, but it ^withstands col 
remarkably well, not freezing except a 
an extremely low temperature, for whic] 
reason it is very desirable for such use ii 
cold and exposed situations."—New 1'orl 
Sun.

A SLICK BIT OF WORK 


The COB* and Bell Piny tbe Mont

Tra'd'tiona without number are a^pocl- 


nted with the origin of nearly evwy mu- 
sical instrument in use in Chin* at the 
present day. String and reed instruments 
such as were used by the aboriginal tribes 
wore the lirst known. Next came the 
drums, which Wt-re first used to incite 
\vairiors on th«" batttefield to deeds of 
valor. There are many kinds of drums, 
distinguished by names indicating their' 
siae and use. ^Stone preceded metal as a 
musical substance. In tbe earliest class- 
es musical stones are mentioned. Sixteen 
iu number were hung by a cord, and the 


pounded out the strains with 


a small mallet. The stones used by the 
emperor were made of jade. 


Though with most people the trumpet 


has boon given first place among metal 
instruments, iu China tbe bell lakes prec-' 
edenco. The sound is made, by striking 
the rim with a stick. Tbe use of the bell 
as a musical instrument is, however,' 
largely confined to religious services .and• 
processions. Not unusually it is concert-' 
od with other instruments. 


Tho goilg is oven more popular than the 


bell. The Chinese gougs .are of three i 
kinds—the temple gong, the Soochow 
gong, which is shaped "like a boiler," and 
the watch gong, which is used to strike' 
tbe watches,xor divisions of time. The 
gong is probably tho most conspicuous at' 
a theatrical performance of any of the' 
various instruments. It is supposed also1 
to strike terror into evil spirits. 


Flutes, fifes, couch shells, clarinets and 


the rood organ are the commonest wind 
instruments. The latter is made by In- 
sorting 10 reed tubes into the upper sur-' 
face of a gourd. The reeds are pierced- 
near tbo base to prevent the emission of 
sound until stopped by the fingers ot the 
performer. The mouthpiece resembles the- 
spout of a kettle and is inserted in the 
side of tho gourd. The favorite instru- 
ments among the more Cultured Chinese 
are stringed. These include the she, the 
k'in, 
which is said to "restrain and check i 


evil passions and correct the human1 
heart;" the p'i-p'a, a four stringed gui-. 
tar; tho yuch k'in, or moon k'in, named 
from its moon shaped soundboard, which 
has four strings standing in pairs, tuned 
as fifths to each other, and the Su-chun, 
or "standard lute." which has 12 strings, 
yielding exactly the notes of the 12 Lull, 
or tubes, invented by I/ing-lun. 


From the beginning of the recorded his- 


tory of China until the present day music 
has at till times had an important place 
iu the political system of the Chinese. Its 
influence on tho people and the forming 
of their character, either for good or evil, 
has never been underestimated. 
Confu- 


cius t,nid, "It gives finish to the character 
first established by the rules of proprie- 
ty." 
Since Confucius time has done 


nothing to lessen the Chinese- belief in 
the inestimable value of music. At tho 
present day there exists an imperial 
board of music appointed for tho purpose 
of keeping alive the music of the an- 
cients and of exercising a strict censor- 
ship 
Post.

"The older generation of theater go- 


ers will no doubt recall the troupe ot 
Japanese acrobats and jugglers that cre- 
ated such a sensation in this country 
some years ago," said a n.'tired theatrical 
manager recently. "It was the one to 
which 'Little .VII Uight^ belonged. 
The 


Japs ;ind Chinese used (o be considered 
the best jugglers and equilibrists in the 
world, but tliey are far behind the. Amer- 
icans of today. Their big reputation has 
been overshadowed long ago. 


"The company I have just mentioned 


caught the people by the novelty of their 
tricks. 
By the way, -the nickname of 


'All Right' .wjis given the little fellow 
because of the signal he would always 
give- his father when they were about 
to perform some flaring acrobatic feat. 
'A' ri' the boy would pipe when be was 
ready to be tossed by his father head 
over heels in the air. The name tickled 
the fancy of the populace and became a 
valuable truilemark in the troupe. When 
the Little All Right company went out 
of existence, it was sold for a good round 
sum. 
It was stolen afterward by some 


fake company, and a long lawsuit re- 
sulted. 


"You may remember that Little All 


Right used to slide down an inclined wire 
from the first balcony to the footlights, 
keeping his balance by menus of a paper 
umbrella. 'It was then regarded as mar-- 
velous. There are performers today who 
do the same thing in evening dress while 
smoking n cigarette and with nothing to 
balance them except their bare hands. 
After tbo white acrobats had time to 
practice they beat the Japs at their own 
game. Same thing with juggling. Our 
fellows soon caught on and beat the ori- 
entals nt every turn. 


"I remember one of the most fetching 


things the Chinese did was to keep a lot 
of paper butterflies in the air by the aid 
of n fan. The uninitiated never discover- 
ed that these butterflies were kept in the 
air exactly the name distance above the 
head of the performer by means of an in- 
visible silk thread attached to them. No 
Cliin'nmau attempted to do the trick with- 
out the thread, but iu a little while a 
number of American jugglers did the 
same huttvilly trick without the help of 
the invisible threads.
